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FRAUDS ox THE REVENUE.—Among
other revenue frauds recently disco-
vered is one at Hamilton, Ohio, where
the attempt to defraud the Govern-
ment out of $20,000 has been {fol-
lowed by payment of the $20,000, by
a penalty of £20,000 more, and a fine
of a thirl $20,000; and another in
Delphis, Ohio, where it is believed
1,700 ®arrels of whiskey have been
passed without tax, but where testi-
mony of facts is deficient, $200,000
is now offered as a compromise. In
the recent seizure for revenue frauds
at Cincinnati, suspicion was first
aroused by the fact that 500 barrels
of whiskey were shipped from Nash-
ville, the first shipment of whiskey
ever made from the South to the
North. After the whiskey was seized,
parties offered $130,000 for its release,
which was refused.
